The present proposal to increase the weight and size 
of packages carried by parcel post would, in effect, change 
the established transportation policies of the United States 
'raose policies have rested on the principle that transporta^ 
tion should remain a function of investor-owned enterprise. 

The argument in support of expanding parcel post 
rests mainly on the theory that It would reduce parcel 
post deficits by $40 million. However, competent authori¬ 
ties have questioned the vaUdlty of this argument But 
even assuming the parcel post could be reduced by some 
$40 million through expansion of Its operations, such 
expansion of below-cost government competition with pri¬ 
vate business is too high a price to pay. 

As a railroad spokesman pointed out, "If it were our 
national policy to discourage self-supporting private enter¬ 
prise In the transportation field, and our policy Is exactlv 
the opposite, SecUon 3 of H.R. 14904 Is precisely the sort 
of legislation that would be designed to foster such an 
objective. ’ The same spokesman pointed out that privately- 
own^ package carriers would be faced with "Inherently 
unfair' competition by extended parcel post service be¬ 
cause the Post Office Department pays no taxes, rent or 
other s^re ch^ges In post office buildings, and no Interest 
on handling facility Investments. It has no expense of 
pro\ddlng working capital and escapes part of the costs of 
employee retirement benefits.
